GOOD LAWS AND BAD LAWS. 

Mrs. Della McMonigal, who signs herself “Presi- 
dent Women’s Christian Temperance Union” at 
Dubuque, Ia.. writes the Post-Dispatch that she 
happened to come across the issue.of Jan. 26 
and read the editorial charging that the Voilstead 
act is a bad law. quoting Wendell Phillips to the 
effect that “the best use of good laws is to teach 
men to trample bad laws under their feet.” The 
editorial so shocked this good lady that she says she 
sent a copy of the Post-Dispatch containing it to 
the Postmaster-General, evidently with the idea 
that a newspaper that denounces any law should be 
barred from the mails. 

Her letter says, among other things: “You know 
that the best citizens this country has are those 
that obey all laws because it is the law.’ We take 

that. being a woman of humane feelings. Mrs. 
McMonigal. had she lived-in the time of Wendell 
Phillips. would have sided with him against the 
slavery laws. which were then backed by clause 3. 
section 2. article 4 of the Constitution, authorizing 
the pursuit of escaped slaves and the delivery of 
them to those to whom their service or labor might 
be due; that is. to their owners. Those bad laws. 
and the constitutional provision to prevent slares 
from escaping. were upheld by the Supreme Court 

the famous Dred Scott decision, which was a de- 
Atel factor in bringing about the Civil War, which 
wiped out the slavery laws and annulled the slavery 
clause of the Constitution. 

The attempt to bolster up the Volstead law by 

harging those who call it a bad law with lawless- 
ness ignores the facts of history, which prove that 
mankind's greatest progress has come from the de- 
feat by the people of trrannous The advo- 
cates of slavery insisted on the validity of such 
laws. But it did not prevent Wendell Phillips. 
Abraham Lincoln and the rest of the creat men and 
women who knew that bad laws must be fought and 
abolished from making the fight. So law is sacred 
merely because it is a law. Every law must be 
weighed on its merits.

The cathedral is 
fine to be sure, but it is only one 
of the picturesque features of this 
encient city, by some considered 
the oldest town in England. 

Ite origin is lost in antiquity, 
but we know that it is mentioned 
in the works of Ptolemy and An- 
toninus.

A feature of the city which 
other cities might profitably copy 
is “the Rows,"’ so-called. How they 
Originated is not knawn, but they 
run the length of the four main 
streets within the walls and several 
side streets. They may be § de- 
scribed as continuous galleries open 
to the street, over and under which 
the houses project, and which are 
formed, as it were, of the front 
first floors of all the houses, ap- 
proached by flights of steps from 
the roadways. . 


The rows are flagged or board- 
ed and ceiled above, standing in 
the same relation to the’ shops 
which line the back as ordinary 
sidewalks do in other towns. Thus 
persons may walk and shop from 
one end of the main streets to the 
other, without exposing themselves 
to the elements. On some streets 
these rows are high enough to 
have basements of houses under- 
neath. On others they are level 
with the streets. | 

The city has grown outside the 
walls, of course, and several fine 
churches stand outside the old city. 

It is interesting to know that in 
the Roman days the estuary of the 
Dee Was so wide and deep that 
Chester was a seaport and head- 
quarters for expeditions to Ireland. 
Duripg the course of a thousand 
vears the sea receded and the estu- 
ay filled up to make navigation 
impossible.
